Valedictory Address 


Tus evening my feelings are both of pride and humility; for to no student could a greater honour 
be accorded, or on the other hand, a greater responsibility be given, than to be elected valedictorian 
of the 1957-58 graduating class. For this I am very thankful and grateful to you fellow-graduates, and 
do hope that I would be able to express satisfactorily the different thoughts and sentiments welling up 
in you on such a momentous occasion. This might be the last time for many of us that we are assembled 
to bid farewell to one another and to an Institution that has done so much for us, and to which we owe 
so much. To do this is not easy. We all looked forward proudly with eager anticipation to this day 
which marks the culmination of many years’ arduous work. Special praise must be given to the 
Evening Graduates many of whom are parents who had to mix the problems of education, industry, 
and home, each of which is a great challenge in itself. Let us thank all those, members of the Faculty 
and Staff, friends and well wishers among us this evening who had in some measure or other contributed 
in helping us overcome these problems. At this point we all feel that this function is incomplete without 
the presence of our late Principal Emeritus Dr. Kenneth E. Norris. We all deeply feel and mourn his 
loss. Sir George Williams College has truly lost a friend who will always be remembered as one who has 
done so much for mankind asa whole. We, together with those dearest to him, should have solace in 
this thought that death is not a tragedy to a man who has contributed to humanity so much in his 
lifetime. Small tribute we pay to this noble man when to quote Shakespeare we say: 

His life was gentle; and the elements 
So mix’d in him that Nature might stand up 
And say to all the world, This was a man! 

Now that we have achieved that for which we were striving for many years, let us stop to con- 
sider the next step we should take. We are now moving into a changing world, or should we say a new 
world where the future seems to promise nothing but uncertainty and insecurity. It is not my intention 
to advise you as to what line of action you should follow. But I should like to strike a slight note of 
warning to those of us who seem to be caught up in the maelstrom of new western scientific thinking. 
The sputniks circling the earth seem to have shocked western man from his basic ways of thinking; 
for now, more than ever before, man’s thoughts have turned skywards. Granted that man’s concept 
of time and space would have to be changed to keep in pace with the march of Science, we need still 
maintain our basic values. A panel of educators at the University of Montreal English Club recently 
stated that the West must not be panicked by Sputnik into an unbalanced emphasis on Science in 
school curricula to the detriment of the Humanities. 

We do need scientists in order to preserve our existence. But we are not all scientists. We all have 
our special aptitudes. And as Sir George graduates, we should all know our special bent, and seek to 
develop it as best we could, remembering that society is stable when each individual is doing that for 
which he has special aptitude. To do otherwise, the individual would be I think, as Kant the great 
German philosopher puts it immoral. The words ‘‘Sir George Graduates’”’ have special significance. We 
should all have liberal minds, having milled through an Institution with such a liberal curriculum. 
Some time ago I was speaking to an Arts Graduate of Sir George Williams College, and he told me how 
great it was to be a graduate since he was able to attend a lecture given to medical students and follow 
it intelligibly. I made the slight correction by adding the words ‘‘Sir George Williams’”’ before the word 
“graduate.” We are living in a free society, and as Dr. D. L. Mordell, Dean of McGill Engineering 
Faculty said: 

Man in a free society should be educated to think on a broad basis, rather 

than be merely given a competency degree in a certain profession or 

occupation. 
You will, I am sure, agree that there is no need for universities and colleges if men are to be trained in 
narrow fields of competency. 

At this point many may be wondering what would become of Specialization. I do not for one 
moment believe that Specialization should be done away with for Specialization means competency— 
a greater approach to perfection to which we should all aim. Here is where the teacher plays his role. 
Rightly did Giovanni Gentile, well-known Italian educator write: 

Specialization is not necessarily narrowing; the teacher is saved by the 
universality and concreteness (wholeness) of his view. The teacher is the 
subject focussed to the pupil’s level, but personalized and humanized, 
given a soul.

SPORTS 
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1957-58 Sports Summary 


During the past college year, Sir George enjoyed perhaps its finest athletic season 
since the founding of the college. Several championships were won, new intercollegiate 
teams were formed, and major innovations, widening the role played by sports in the lives 
of students, were introduced. 


The crowning success of the year was achieved by the Senior Georgian Basketball 
squad, coached by Mag Flynn, Director of Athletics. Playing a colourful and crowd- 
pleasing brand of ball, the Georgian cagers captured all three of the championships avail- 
able to them. 


In mid-February, the squad took its first trophy, the Dodds Cup, by defeating 
McGill. The trophy had not been won by a Georgian team since 1945. 


On the first of March, the Georgians walked off with the silverware in the Ottawa- 
St. Lawrence Valley Conference, defeating the University of Montreal in a two-game 
total-point series. The team was undefeated in Conference play. 


The most dramatic achievement came three days later when the never-say-die Geor- 
gians defeated the Y. M. H. A. Blues, four games to one, in a best-of-seven series, to win 
the Provincial Basketball Championship and the right to enter the Eastern Canada finals. 


College teams also enjoyed successes in other major inter-collegiate sports. Early in 
the year, the Georgian tennis team presented the college with the championship of the 
Ottawa-St. Lawrence Conference Tennis Tournament. 


An improved Georgian Hockey team, coached by Dick Smith played a hard-skating 
brand of hockey all season, ending up with a .500 average. The Juvenile Basketball team, 
a new addition to the college sports scene, proved its worth by winning both the pre- 
season Golden Ball tournaments and the top honours in the Montreal Juvenile Basketball 
League. In fifteen league games the team, coached by Dr. Art Johnson, was undefeated. 
The Junior basketball team failed to live up to pre-season expectations and suffered 
through a disastrous schedule. 


The soccer team also fell short of its predicted goal, finishing the season in the 
cellar spot of the Ottawa-St. Lawrence Valley loop. The new curling team, however, had 
better luck and took the Loyola Winter Carnival Bonspiel Trophy, as well as ranking 
high up in other tournaments. 


The Skiing, Rifle, Golf, Swimming, and Water polo teams also engaged in inter- 
collegiate competition with mixed degrees of success. Dick MacKay’s Georgettes basket- 
ball squad performed well, but failed to win any titles. 


Perhaps the most significant and far-reaching athletic achievement of the past year 
was the formation of the Athletic Advisory Council. This council watched over all of the 
athletic program at the college, and gave a much-neeeded shot in the arm to flagging 
Georgian spirit by sanctioning the formation of a lively, attractive group of Cheer- 
leaderettes. It is partially owing to the efforts of these girls that attendance at all 
Georgian sports events showed a remarkable increase over that of previous years, a 
factor which helped make 1957-58 a successful year, sportswise, at Sir George.

Professor D. B. Clarke, our Vice-Principal, told me that there should be no radical change made in 
the education system. The problem is the teachers and their approach to the subjects they teach. 
Professor C. E. Smith, Chairman of the Department of Education, McGill, not too long ago in the 
panel discussion mentioned previously, stated that the universities and colleges which produce the 
teachers must take the lead in the revamping of elementary and secondary school education by re- 
vising and improving the education of teachers. The test of a good education is not the amount of 
knowledge that the student takes away from school, but the habits and techniques that encourage 
him to know, and give him the capacity to know how to acquire knowledge, and how to use it. So 
those of us who intend to enter the teaching profession, have a task before us, which if approached in 
the right manner and with the correct attitude, would produce suitable men—leaders of whom the 
Western World has need. 

We do not need leaders who are absorbed in their own selfishness, and who think of competition 
for its own sake, regardless of the disastrous consequences to mankind, but leaders who have had 
training in the Liberal Arts, and who have an understanding of the leading thoughts and ideas that 
animated man. Such training tends to humanize man giving him a well-balanced many-sidedness of 
interest in opposition to the Physical Sciences which tend to develop the intellectual faculties. Through- 
out history humanists have always been the dread of people with political power. People who preached 
the humanities were the ones to be found in concentration camps because dictators knew that if they 
wished to succeed, the Humanities must not remain free. The humanist uses no force and bears no 
arms—he is intangible and resistant to coercion. The Renaissance, that great period in History as 
you would recall was brought about by the humanists. 

What we do need, and what I would recommend is humanizing Science instead of there being an 
unbalanced emphasis on either Science or the Humanities. Wherein lies the humanity of Science ? It 
lies in its having revealed the actual world as the environment and the source of life, and in its relating 
Science to personal experience. How may the humanity of Science be preserved ? We need scientists 
who are close to man and are more concerned with the usefulness of Science. 

Finally Fellow Georgians, let us bid a last farewell to Sir George Williams College, the Faculty 
and Staff, and at the same time pledge that our every endeavour shall reflect the Georgian spirit.
